Some of the PDF packages are large and will take some time to download. A very large PDF package may open more successfully 
if you download it first to your desktop. (From inside the database record, right-click on the link to the PDF package and save the 
link to your desktop.) Once it’s on your desktop, you can open it up with a recent version of Adobe Reader . 

If you have a Macintosh with Safari, the default program to open PDFs is Preview, which does not open the PDF packets. Mac 
users need to download Adobe Reader . If this cover page appears without a list of PDF files (either at the side or bottom of the 
screen), look for a paper clip or a menu option to view attachments. If you click that, you should see a list of the pages in the PDF 
package.

Croydon. — A meeting of this branch was held at Oakhyrst (by kind 
permission of Mrs. Franklin Parsons), on Friday, March 24th, when Mr. 
C. D. Olive lectured on “ Memory and Forgetfulness,” an interesting subject 
perhaps because so many of us think we have bad memories. The lecturer 
insisted strongly that no one should be allowed to boast of a bad memory, 
and that fatal phrase “ I quite forget ” should never be accepted as an excuse 
for the non-performance of any duty however trivial. Forgetfulness is 
almost entirely a question of want of observation and interest. A child’s 
memory, while still young and impressionable, should be stored with know- 
e ge or use in after years. The lecturer spoke of Helen Keller, the American 
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blind and deaf mute. From her wonderful life he drew the deductions 

(1) That plagiarism so-called is often the work of unconscious memory; 

(2) that credit should always be given to a child’s memory for power to 
remember a great deal and the wish to remember all it can. The lecture 
was followed by a debate, in which Dr. Parsons Smith, Dr. Franklin Parsons 
and Miss Seaby took part. 

Reading. — Natural History Club . — The first excursion of the season, 
held on May 6th, was a ramble down the Warren. The object was to map 
out a small and convenient district in which wayside species of plants may 
be studied by the children from time to time during the seasons. Notwith- 
standing the large number present (between 50 and 60) a very successful 
afternoon was spent. Small parties were formed, which under the direction 
of several guides and with the aid of a carefully prepared schedule, examined 
and noted the flora and fauna of the locality. Attention was particularly 
directed to the various trees (many of which were in blossom) and to birds 
and their songs. The neighbourhood of the river afforded an opportunity 
of studying in the ditches the tadpoles and other water loving creatures, 
now beginning to abound in such places. A chalk pit, though not very 
prolific in fossils, was a source of interest as affording some evidence of the 
changes always going on in the earth’s history. Delightful weather favoured 
us on this occasion. — On Saturday afternoon, June 3rd, the excursion to 
Pangbourne and walk to Bradfield took place in delightful weather. About 
30 members turned up and much enjoyed the outing. Among the finds 
there were three nightingales’ nests, one robin’s, and a wren’s, also many 
flowers including some beautiful vetches. After tea at Bradfield, so very 
kindly provided by Miss Stevens, who gave us all a hearty welcome, some 
of us went down to the river. Here was found the larvae of the water-beetle 
and other treasures, and several trout were seen in the stream. The party 
then walked to Theale and took the 7.59 train home, altogether a very 
successful and pleasant afternoon.

•stances. Miss Rankin said that although the parents must in many ways 
take a negative position with regard to school, yet it was inspiring to the 
children and teacher if they would interest themselves in the work and play 
as far as possible, and hoped they would take every opportunity afforded 
them of joining in the social life of the community. The discussion closed 
with a few words from the chairman upon the duty of parents to see that 
their children were physically in a condition to benefit from the influence 
of school and teacher.
